I want yonr vineyard 
for u kitchen garden, and I will give a great 
dojl bottor vineyard !n place of It, or, if yon 
prefer money for it, I will give you cash." 


"0 no," suysNabotb, " I can notftrnde off 


my little place, nor can I sell it. 
It is tho 


old homestead, I got it ot my father and 
ho of his father, and I can not let the old 
place go out of my hands." 


In a prdac state of pctnlnncy, King Ahab 


went in:o the house and flun» uirasolfoa 
tho bod and turned hln faco to the wall ia a 
groat pout. 


His wifo Jezebel oomoa in and she aays: 


"What la tho matter with you? Aro you 
sick?" 


"Oh," 
lie says, ';I feel very bine. I havo 


E=t my heart on jfottlnjr thutkltehon garden, 
an:l Xaboth wLl neither trade nor sell, and 
to bo defeated by a common gardener is 
more than I can stand." 


"Oh, pshaw," says Jezebel, "don't go on 


that w:iy. Gob up and oat your dinner and 
stop moping. I will gotforyou that Idtchon 
garden." 


Then Jczobol borrowed her husband's 


signet ox' aeal, for then, as now in those 
lauds, KInffS never signed their naoiea, but 
had a ring with tho'royal name engraved on 
it, and that iraprossod on a royal loiter or 
document was the signature. She attempted 
her husband's name on a ' proclamation, 
whloh resulted in getting Naboth triad for 
treason against tho King, and two perjured 
witnesses sworo their souls away with the 
life of ^aboth, and ho was atoned to death 
and his property cama to tho crown, and ao 
Jiizouo! ffot for her husband and herself tho 
kitchen garden. 


Hut while tho wild street dogs wore rend- 


ing tho dead body of tho poor Naboth, 
Elijah, tho prophet, tolls them of other 
canines that will aftor awhile havo a free 
tenquoi, saying: "Where dogs lick tho 
blood of Nuboth shall doga Hole thy blood, 
even thine." 


And sure enough, throe years after, 


Ahab, wounded in battle, his chariot drip- 
plug with the manage, dogs Btood under it 
lapping his life's blood. And a little after- 
ward his wifo, Jezebel, who had been ills 
chief advisor iu crime, stands at her palace 
window and sees Jehu, tho enemy, approach- 
ing to ta::o possession of the palaco. And 
(o make herself look us attractivu as possi- 
ble and queenly to the very last, she deco- 
rated her person, aud according to oriental 
custom closed her eyes and ran a brush 
dipped in a black powder along the long 
eyelashes, and thon from the window she 
tflitrcd her indignation upon Jehu. As ho 
rode to tho gates In his chariot ho shouted 
to tho slaves in her room: " Throw her 
down!" But no doubt tho slaves halted a 
raouiont from such work of assassination, 
yot, knowing Queen Jczahe! could be no 
more to them, and tho conqueror Jehu 
would bo every thing, as uo fihouted a^ain: 
"Throw her down!" thoy seized her and 
bore her struggling and cursing to the 
window casement and hurled hor forth till 
she came tumbling to tho earth, striking it 
Justin tlmo to let Jflhu's horses trample her 
and tlio chariot wheels roll over her. Yrhlle 
Jehu in inside at the table refreshing him- 
self after tho excitement he orders his serv- 
ants to go out and bury the dead Queen. 
But the wild street dogs had for the thkd 
time appeared on the scene, and they had 
removed all her body oxoopt those parts 
which in all ages dogs aro by a strange in- 
Htlnct or brutal superstition kept from 
touching after death—tho palms of tho 
hands aud tlio soles of tho foot 


All this appalling scene of ancient history 


was the result ot u wifo's bad advice to a 
husband, of a vifc's struggle to advance 
h:r husband's Interests by unlawful means. 
Ahab and Jezebel got tho kitchen garden of 
Xaboth, but the dogsffotthom. The trouble 
all began when this mistaJcon wifo aroused 
hor husband out of his melancholy by tao 
words of the text: "Aviso and eat broad, 
and lot thine heart bo merry: I will give 
theo the vineyard of Nabota." 


The influence sugffcsted by this subject ia 


an influence you never before heard dis- 
course^d^m _and_niay nsyoi k??r affaln, but 


find refined women in Americ.". 


f would probably not vote at ail, becauss 


. they do not want to so to the polX ;>nd 
| on ihs other haud, womanly ron^'hi would 


all go to the polls, and that might mako 
woman's vote on tho wrong side. Them in 
not, ill my mind, mucii prospect of the ex- 
pulsion of drunkenness by female sn!Tra;fe. 


An to woman's wages to be corrected by 


woman's vote, I havo cot much faith Jn 
that. Women aro harder on women than men 
are, Masculine employers are mean enough 
in treatment ot women, but if you want to 
hour bentlug-down of prices and wages In 
perfection, listen how Homo women treat 
washerwomen, and drcss-makcrfj, and fe- 
male servants. Mrs. Shylock IK more mer- 
ciless than Mr. Hhyloc!;, \Yomer., I fear, 
will never get righteous wages through 
woman's vote, aud as to unfortunate wom- 
anhood, women arc far mere cruel und un- 
forgiving than men are. After a woman 
has made shipwreck ot! her character men 
goneralJy drop her, but women do not ao 
much drop her «H hurl her, with the force 
of a catapult, clear out, aud oif, and down, 
and under. 


I have not much faith that woman will 


ever get merciful consideration and justice 
through woman suffrage. 
Yet I like exper- 


iments, and some of my friends in whoso 
judgment I havo confidence aro so cortaln 
that alleviation would come by such process 
that I would, if I hud tho power, mit in 
every- woman's hand tho vot». 
1 can not 


see what right yon havo to make a woman 
pay taxes on h"r property to help support 
city, Stato aud National Government, and 
yet deny her the opportunity of helping to 
decide who shall be Mayor, Governor or 
President! But let every wife, noc waiting 
for the vote she maylnever got, or, getting 
it, llnd it outbalanced by some other vote 
not lit to be cast, arise now in tlio might of 
tho eternal Ood and wlold tho power of a 
sanctified wifelyl ambition for u good ap- 
proximating tho infinite. 


No one can so inspire a man to noblo pur- 


poses r.s a noblo woman, and no one so 
thoroughly degrade a man as a wifo of un- 
worthy tendencies. While in my text wo 
havo Illustration of wifely ambition em- 
ployed in the wrong direction, society and 
history ore full of instances of wifely ambi- 
tion glorious]}' triumphant in right direc- 
tions. All that was worth admiration In the 
character of Henry VI was a reflection of 
tbo heroics of his wife Margaret 
William, 


Princo of Orange, was restored to the right 
path by tho grand qualities of his wife 
Mary. Justinian, the Roman Emperor, cou- 


rses that his wlfle Jaws were the sugges- 


tion ot his wife Theodora. Andrew Jack- 
son, tho warrior and President, had his 
mightiest reinforcement In his plain wife, 
\7hoae inartistic attire was tho amusement 
o£ tho ologant circles In which she was in- 
vited. Washington, -who broke the ch.ii;i 
that hold America in foreign vassalage, 
wore for forty years a chain around 
his own neck, that chain holding tho 
miniature likeness of her who had been his 
greatest inspiration, whether among the 
snows at Valley Forgo, or amid tho honors 
of tho Presidential chair. Pliny's pen was 
driven throcgh all its poetic anci historical 
dominions by his wifo Calpurn'.a, who sang 
LIs stanzas to the sound o" iiuto, and sat 
araong audiences enraptured at hor hus- 
band's genius, herself the niost enraptured. 
I'ericlcs said he got all his eloquence and 
statesmanship from his wife. 
When the 


•wife of Crotiua rescued him from long im- 
prisonment at Lovestolr. by moans of a 
book-case that went in and out, carrying 
his books to and fro, he was one day trans- 
ported, hidden amid tho folios, and tho 
women of tho besieged Woinsberg, sotting 
permission from tho victorious army to 
take with them so much of their valuables
